The  appreciable  increase  in  incoming 
business  reported  bythe  aircraft  and  parts 
industry  offset  declines  in  the  primary 
metals  and  machinery  industries.

Export  new  orders  placed  with  durable 
goods  manufacturers  (excluding  motor  vehi- 
cles and  parts)  totaled  $971  million  in  May 
1966,  nearly  30  percent  above  April  new 
orders  of  $749  million, and  35  percent  above 
the  year-ago  level.

Export  new  orders  placed  with  durable 
goods  manufacturers  (excluding  motor 
vehicles  and  parts)  totaled  $1,191  million 
in  December  1966,  nearly  52  percent  above 
November  orders  of  $785  million  and  21 
percent  above  December  1965  orders  of 
$984  million.  All  industries,  except  "other 
transportation  equipment,"  reported  a  sub- 
stantial increase  in  new  orders  with  air- 
craft and  parts  accounting  for  more  than 
half  of  the  sharp  rise.  Export  sales  of  all 
durable  goods  rose  to  $1,128  million  in 
December  1966,  an  11  percent  increase 
over  November  sales  of  $1,016  million.

Export  new  orders  placed  with  durable 
goods  manufacturers  (excluding  motor  ve- 
hicles and  parts)amounted  to  $909  million  in 
January  1967,  24  percent  below  December 
new  orders  of  $1,200  million,  but  7  percent 
above  the  year  ago  total  of  $852  million. 
All  industries  except  "Other  Transportation 
Equipment"  reported  substantial  declines  in 
new  orders  with  nearly  half  the  drop  oc- 
curring in  new  bookings  of  the  aircraft 
industry.

Export  new  orders  placed  with  durable 
goods  manufacturers  (excluding  motor  ve- 
hicles and  parts)  amounted  to  $837  million 
in  February  1967,  6  percent  below  January 
new  orders  of  $891  million  and  nearly 
2  percent  below  new  orders  of  a  year  ago. 
Sharp  declines  in  orders  for  primary  met- 
als and  aircraft  and  parts,  only  partially 
offset  by  a  small  increase  in  new  orders 
for  electrical  and  nonelectrical  machinery, 
accounted  for  virtually  all  of  the  decline.

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Export  new  orders  placed  with  durable 
goods  manufacturers  (excluding  motor 
vehicles  and  parts)  rose  $24  million  in 
June  1967  to  $1,053  million,  2  percent  above' 
last  month's  level  of  $1,029  million  and  2 
percent  below  the  level  of  a  year  ago. 
Increases  in  machinery  and  primary  metals 
of  $89  million  and  $18  million,  respectively, 
were  almost  totally  offset  by  a  decline  in 
new  orders  for  aircraft  and  parts.

Export  new  orders  placed  with  durable 
goods  manufacturers  (excluding  motor 
vehicles  and  parts)  declined  for  the  second 
consecutive  month  from  $967  million  in 
March  to  $876  million  in  April.  The  decline 
in  new  orders  was  primarily  due  to  a  $80 
million  decrease  in  the  aerospace  industry 
to  a  level  of  $98  million  for  April.  A  $38 
million  increase  for  the  machinery  in- 
dustries from  the  March  level  of  $508 
million  was  offset  by  the  decrease  of  $43 
million  in  export  new  orders  for  the  primary 
metals  industry  to  a  level  of  $41  million  for 
April. 

Export  sales  of  all  durable  goods  at 
$1,208  million  in  April  showed  a  $39 
million  increase  for  the  month.  Excluding 
motor  vehicles  and  parts,  April  export 
shipments  were  $20  million  above  the 
March  1968  level  of  $954  million  and  $125 
million  higher  than  the  April  1967  level  of 
$849  mUlion. 

The  backlog  of  durable  goods  orders 
(excluding   motor   vehicles  and  parts)  de- 


creased $98  million  to  $5,921  million  at 
the  end  of  April  but  remained  substantially 
higher  than  the  April  1967  total  of  $5,538 
million. 

The  data  in  this  publication  represent 
sales  and  orders  of  durable  goods  products 
directly  exported  by  manufacturers.  This 
sector  of  the  export  market  covers  approx- 
imately two-thirds  of  the  value  of  all 
products  (durable  and  nondurable)  directly 
ex-ported  by  manufacturers  and  about  two- 
fifths  of  total  exports  of  manufactured 
products.

Export  new  orders  placed  with  durable 
goods  manufacturers  (excluding  motor 
vehicles  and  parts)  increased  $183  million  in 
May  to  $1,073  million  from  $890  million  at 
the  end  of  April.  Increases  occurred  in  all 
major  categories  with  the  exception  of  the 
all  other  durable  goods  group  which  was 
unchanged.  The  largest  increase  was  in  the 
aerospace  industries  which  rose  from  $98 
million  at  the  end  of  April  to  $203  million 
at  the  end  of  May. 

Export  sales  of  all  durable  goods  at 
$1,268  million  increased  $65  million  over 
April.  Excluding  motor  vehicles  and  parts. 
May  export  shipments  increased  $35  million 
above  the  April  level  of  $968  million.  Most 
of  this  increase  was  attributable  to  the 
machinery  industries  which  rose  $33  million 
to  $581  million  in  May.  Most  of  the  other 
groups  also  increased. 

Export  unfilled  orders  for  durable  goods 
(excluding  motor  vehicles  and  parts)  in- 
creased in  May  to  $6,006  million  from 
$5,941  million  in  April.  Increases  occurred 


in  all  industries.  The  May  1968  total  is 
$339  million  above  the  May  1967  level  of 
$5,667.

Export  new  orders  placed  with  durable  goods 
manufacturers  (excluding  motor  vehicles  and 
parts)  decreased  on  a  seasonally  adjusted  basis 
to  $992  million  in  June  from  $1,047  million  in 
May.  Orders  in  the  aircraft  and  parts  industries 
declined  to  $159  million  in  June  from  $203 
million  in  May  while  orders  for  primary  metals 
rose  from  $68  million  In  May  to  $95  million  in 
June. 


Export  sales  of  durable  goods,  excluding 
motor  vehicles  and  parts,  at  $993  million  were 
little  changed  from  May. 

Export  unfilled  orders  of  durable  goods 
industries,  exclusive  of  motor  vehicles  and  parts, 
were  $6,067  million  at  the  end  of  June,  virtually 
the  same  as  at  the  end  of  May.    Increases  in  the 


primary  metals  and  aircraft  industries  were 
offset  by  declines  in  the  machinery  and  other 
durable  goods  industries. 

The  data  in  this  publication  represent  sales 
and  orders  of  durable  goods  products  directly 
exported  by  manufacturers.  This  sector  of  the 
export  market  covers  approximately  two-thirds 
of  the  value  of  all  products  (durable  and  non- 
durable) directly  exported  by  manufacturers  and 
about  two-fifths  of  total  exports  of  manufactured 
products.

Effective  with  this  report,  the  data  are  shown  on  a  seasonally  adjusted  basis  as  well 
as  unadjusted.  The  data  were  seasonally  adjusted  using  the  X-U  variant  of  the  Census 
Bureau's  Method  II  Seasonal  Adjustment  Program.  The  data  have  been  adjusted  for  re- 
porting period  variations  in  individual  respondents'  reports  but  have  not  been  adjusted 
for  trading  days  since  tests  indicated  no  measurable  trading  day  variations. 

Table  2  has  been  added  to  the  regular  monthly  report  to  provide  historical  perspective 
in  the  monthly  change  in  export  sales  and  orders  for  durable  goods,  exclusive  of  motor 
vehicles  and  parts.  Likewise,  a  single-time  Table  3  provides  historical  data  by  month 
with  and  without  seasonal  adjustment  for  durable  goods,  exclusive  of  motor  vehicles  and 
parts.  A  complete  historical  report  showing  seasonally  adjusted  data  for  each  industry 
group  will  be  issued  within  the  next  two  weeks.

Export  new  orders  placed  with  durable  goods 
manufacturers  (excluding  motor  vehicles  and 
parts)  increased  on  a  seasonally  adjusted  basis 
to  $987  million  in  August  from  $914  million  in 
July.  Increases  in  orders  for  aircraft  and  primary 
metal  products  more  than  offset  a  moderate 
decrease  in  the  machinery  sector.

Export  new  orders  placed  with  durable  goods 
manufacturers  (excluding  motor  vehicles  and 
parts)  increased  on  a  seasonally  adjusted  basis 
to  $1,299  million  in  October  from  $923  million 
in  September.

This  report  provides  a  recapitulation  of  the  data 
published  in  the  monthly  Current  Industrial 
Reports  Series  M4-A,  Manufacturers'  Export 
Sales  and  Orders  of  Durable  Goods  since  January 
1963.  These  monthly  data  have  also  been 
seasonally  adjusted  using  the  X-U  variant  of  the 
Census  Seasonal  Adjustment  program.  Since  the 
beginning  of  the  survey  inOctober  1962,  the  results 
have  been  published  without  seasonal  adjustment 
because  sufficient  historical  data  were  lacking. 
The  length  of  the  series  now  permits  seasonal 
adjustment. 

The  survey  was  started  in  October  1962 
because  it  was  felt  that  monthly  information  on 
manufacturers'  orders  for  export  would  provide 
an  indication  of  future  export  activity  and,  there- 
fore, be  of  assistance  to  companies  engaged  in 
foreign  trade  as  well  as  to  Federal  agencies 
concerned  with  that  subject.  The  series  provides 
information  on  sales  and  orders  of  durable  goods 
industries  for  a  limited  number  of  broad  industry 
groups.  Data  on  export  orders  for  motor  vehicles 
and  parts  are  too  limited  to  provide  reliable 
estimates  for  publication. 


REPORTING    PANEL 
ESTIMATION 


AND  METHOD  OF 


In  selecting  companies  to  be  included  in  the 
monthly  survey  M4-A,  the  following  criteria  were 
used: 

1.  The  company  was  engaged  in  exporting 
durable  goods  according  to  the  1960  survey 
on  Origin  of  Exports  of  Manufactured 
Products  and  these  exports  exceeded 
$5  million  in  I960. 

2.  The  company  was  also  included  in  the 
monthly  survey  M3,  Manufacturers'  Ship- 
ments, Inventories,  and  Orders. 


The  level  of  manufacturers'  sales  for  export 
in  October  1962  was  estimated  from  the  annual 
1960  totals  for  each  industry  group  to  be  published. 
The  1960  data  of  the  establishments  of  the 
companies  classified  in  each  industry  category  of 
the  M4-A  were  aggregated  to  company  industry 
totals  and  divided  into  the  October  1962  export 
sales  reported  by  these  companies.  The  compa- 
rable industry  published  totals  in  1960  were 
multiplied  by  this  ratio  to  estimate  the  October 
1962  industry  group  total  sales  for  export. 


Since  there  is  no  benchmark  level  for  orders, 
the  October  1962  level  for  unfilled  orders  was 
established  by  applying  to  estimated  total  sales 
at  each  industry  group  level,  the  ratio  of  unfilled 
orders  to  sales  of  the  companies  that  reported 
both  these  items  in  October  1962. 


The  reporting  panel  is  a  cutoff  sample  of 
durable  goods  manufacturers  which  are  estimated 
to  account  for  approximately  75  percent  of  the 
value  of  durable  goods  manufactured  for  export. 
The  reporting  panel  was  originally  developed 
from  Che  larger  panel  included  in  the  1960  survey 
MA- 161.  Origin  of  Exports  of  Manufactured 
Products.  This  survey  included  all  manufacturing 
plants  with  100  or  more  employees  with  exports  of 
$25,000  or  more  in  1960.

Export  new  orders  are  derived  each  month  by 
adding  the  change  in  unfilled  orders  between  the 
prior  and  current  month  to  the  export  sales  for 
the  current  month. 
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The  estimates  of  sales  and  unfilled  orders  have 
been  brought  up  to  date  each  month  since  October 
1962  based  on  the  ratio  of  change  of  the  matched 
companies  in  the  reporting  panel. 

SEASONAL  ADJUSTMENT 

The  individual  industry  series  were  seasonally 
adjusted  using  the  X-11  variant  of  the  Bureau  of 
the  Census  Method  II.  The  sales  data  have  not 
been  adjusted  for  trading  day  variation  since  the 
regression  tests  of  the  seasonal  program  did  not 
indicate  that  such  variation  was  significant. 

The  tests  for  seasonality  in  the  aircraft  and 
parts  industry  indicated  a  lack  of  stable  season- 
ality. Therefore,  this  series  has  not  been 
seasonally  adjusted. 

The  seasonal  factors  for  1968  and  the  average 
percentage  changes  and  other  related  measures 
are  shown  for  each  component  that  is  seasonally 
adjusted. 


The  seasonally  adjusted  data  for  total  trans- 
portation and  durable  goods  are  summations  of 
the  seasonally  adjusted  components.  Independent 
seasonal  factors  were  not  compiled  for  the  higher 
level  aggregates.  Seasonal  factors  are  not 
provided  for  new  orders  since  the  seasonally 
adjusted  new  orders  are  derived  from  the 
seasonally  adjusted  sales  and  unfilled  orders.

Export  new  orders  placed  with  durable  goods 
manufacturers  (excluding  motor  vehicles  and 
parts)  decreased  on  a  seasonally  adjusted  basis 
to  $899  million  in  January  from  a  revised  figure 
of  $1,082  million  in  December.  Decreases  were 
present  in  all  industry  groups  with  substantial 
declines  in  the  machinery  sector. 


Export  sales  of  all  durable  goods  (including 
motor  vehicles  and  parts)  declined  to  $1,243 
million  in  January  from  $1,265  million  in 
December,  possibly  reflecting  some  of  the  effects 
of  the  dock  strike  which  began  on  December  20 
and  continued  through  January.  Decreases  were 
present  in  transportation  equipment  ana  primary 
metals.  The  sales  data  in  this  publication 
represent  manufacturing  company  shipments 
known  by  the  manufacturing  company  to  be 
destined  for  export.    They  differ  from  the  value  of 


such   goods   actually    moving  out  of  the  country 
during  the  month. 

The  backlog  of  durable  goods  export  orders 
(excluding  motor  vehicles  and  parts)  decreased

Export  new  orders  placed  with  durables 
manufacturers  (excluding  motor  vehicles  and 
parts)  increased  on  a  seasonally  adjusted  basis 
to  $1,272  million  in  February  from  a  revised 
figure  of  $834  million  in  January.  .Although  all 
sectors  recorded  gains,  most  of  the  increase 
was  centered  in  the  aircraft  and  parts  and 
machinery  industries. 

Export  sales  of  all  durable  goods  (including 
motor  vehicles  and  parts)  increased  to  $1,320 
million  In  February  from  $1,204  million  in 
January.  Excluding  motor  vehicles  and  parts. 
export  sales  rose  from  $954  million  in  January 
to  $1,061  million  in  February.  All  major 
sectors  shared  in  this  increase.  February 
data  possibly  reflect  some  of  the  effects  of  the 
dock  strike  which  ended  in  most  major  ports 
around  February  15. 


The  backlog  of  durable  goods  export  orders 
(excluding  motor  vehicles  and  parts)  increased 
$211  mUlion  to  $5,834  million  at  the  end  of 
February.

Export  new  orders  placed  with  durable  goods 
manufacturers  (excluding  motor  vehicles  and 
parts)  declined  to  $1,106  million  in  March  from 
a  revised  SI, 391  million  in  February,  after 
seasonal  adjustment.  The  aircraft  and  parts 
industry  declined  substantially  to  $83  million 
in  March  compared  with  $426  million  (revised) 
in  February  while  other  industry  groups  showed 
a  mixed  pattern. 


Export  sales  of  all  durable  goods  (including 
motor  vehicles  and  parts)  showed  a  small  in- 
crease on  a  seasonally  adjusted  basis  to  $1,337 
million  in  March  from  the  $1,299  million 
registered  in  February.  Excluding  motor 
vehicles  and  parts,  the  March  export  sales  of 
$1,065  million  remained  at  the  February  level. 
Increases  in  machinery  and  primary  metals 
were  offset  by  declines  in  the  aircraft  and  parts 
industry. 


The  export  unfilled  orders  backlog  at  $6,348 
million  in  March  remained  near  the  revised 
February  figure  of  $6,307  million  after  seasonal 


adjustment.  An  increase  in  the  machinery 
industry  was  partially  offset  by  a  decrease  in 
the  aircraft  and  parts  backlog. 

The  unfilled  orders  figures  have  been  revised 
back  to  March  1968  and  are  shown  in  Table  lA 
of  this  release.  The  revisions  in  unfilled 
orders  resulted  from  corrections  to  the  new 
orders  figures  for  March  1968  and  February 
1969  shown  in  Table  1.  New  orders  for  other 
months  and  export  sales  for  all  months  were 
not  affected  by  these  changes. 

This  sector  of  the  export  market  covers 
approximately  two-thirds  of  the  value  of  all 
products  (durable  and  nondurable)  directly  ex- 
ported by  manufacturers  and  about  two-fifths 
of  total  exports  of  manufactured  products.  The 
proportion  of  the  total  export  orders  backlog 
accounted  for  may  be  considerably  higher.  The 
estimates  themselves  are  obtained  from  a 
sample  of  companies  exporting  durable  goods 
which  account  for  approximately  75  percent  of 
the  value  of  such  products  exported.

Export  new  orders  placed  with  durable  goods 
manufacturers  (excluding  motor  vehicles  and 
parts)  at  $1,109  million  in  April  remained 
virtually  unchanged  from  the  revised  $1,118 
million  in  March,  after  seasonal  adjustment.

Export  new  orders  placed  with  durable  goods  manufacturers 
(excluding  motor  vehicles  and  parts)  decreased  L3  percent  on  a 
seasonally  adjusted  basis  to  $1,323  million  in  November  from 
$1,341  million  (revised)  inOctober.  Decreases  in  new  orders  for 
primary  metals  and  machinery  more  than  offset  increases  in 
other  sectors. 

Export  sales  of  durable  goods  (including  motor  vehicles  and 
parts)  decreased  7.3  percent  in  November  to  $1,482  million 
from  $1,637  million  recorded  in  October.  All  major  sectors 
except  primary  metals  shared  in  this  decrease. 

The  backlog  in  export  orders  for  durable  goods  manufacturers 
(excluding  motor  vehicles  and  parts)  at  the  end  of  November  was 
$6,711  million,  an  increase  of  1.1  percent  from  the  October  level 
of  $6,637  million.  A  decrease  in  primary  metals  was  offset  by 
increases  in  backlog  in  other  industry  groups,  especially  the 
machinery  industries. 

This  sector  of  the  export  market  covers  approximately  two- 
thirds  of  the  value  of  all  products  (durable  and  nondurable) 
directly  exported  by  manufacturers  and  about  two-fifths  of  total 
exports  of  manufactured  products.  The  proportion  of  the  total 
export  orders  backlog  accounted  for  may  be  considerably 
higher.  The  estimates  themselves  are  obtained  from  a  sample 
of  companies  exporting  durable  goods  which  account  for  approxi- 
mately 75  percent  of  the  value  of  such  products  exported.

Export  new  orders  placed  with  durable  goods  manufacturers 
(excluding  motor  vehicles  and  parts)  increased  5.0  percent  on 
a  seasonally  adjusted  basis  to  $1,377  million  in  December  from 
$1,312  million  (revised)  in  November.  With  the  exception  of 
machinery,  all  major  sectors  shared  in  this  increase. 

Export  sales  of  durable  goods  (including  motor  vehicles  and 
parts)  increased  7.3  percent  in  December  to  $1,578  million 
from  $1,470  million  recorded  in  November.  Increases  in  the 
transportation  and  other  durable  goods  sectors  more  than 
offset  decreases  in  primary  metals  and  machinery. 

The  backlog  in  export  orders  for  durable  goods  manufacturers

Export  new  orders  placed  with  durable  goodsi  manufacturers 
(excluding  motor  vehicles  and  parts)  decreased  13.1  percent  on 
a  seasonally  adjusted  basis  to  $1,191  million  in  January  from

Export  new  orders  placed  with  durable  goods  manufacturers 
(excluding  motor  vehicles  and  parts)  increased  on  a  seasonally 
adjusted  basis  to  $1,336  million  in  June  from  $1,175  million 
(revised)  in  May.  All  major  sectors  shared  in  this  13.7 
percent  increase. 

Export  sales  of  durable  goods  (including  motor  vehicles  and 
parts)  increased  to  $1,770  million  in  June  from  $1,722  million 
(revised)  in  May.  An  increase  in  the  machinery  sector  more 
than  offset  decreases  in  all  other  major  sectors. 

The  backlog  in  export  orders  for  durable  goods  manufactures 
(excluding  motor  vehicles  and  parts)  at  the  end  of  June  was  $6,741 
million,  a  decrease  of  1.2  percent  from  the  May  level  of  $6,824 
million  (revised).  The  increase  in  backlog  in  the  aircraft  and 
parts  and  the  other  durable  goods  industry  sectors  was  more 
than  offset  by  decreases  in  the  machinery  and  primary  metals 
sectors. 

This  sector  of  the  export  market  covers  approximately  two- 
thirds  of  the  value  of  all  products  (durable  and  nondurable) 
directly  exported  by  manufacturers  and  about  two- fifths  of  total 
exports  of  manufactured  products.  The  proportion  of  the  total 
export  orders  backlog  accounted  for  may  be  considerably  higher. 
The  estimate  themselves  are  obtained  from  a  sample  of 
companies  exporting  durable  goods  which  accounted  for  approxi- 
mately 75  percent  of  the  value  of  such  products  exported.  As 
the  table  indicates,  producers  of  motor  vehicles  and  parts 
reported  sales  but  not  orders  data.

Export  sales  of  durable  goods  (including  motor  vehicles  and 
parts)  decreased  9.5  percent  in  November  to  $1,510  million 
from  $1,668  million  recorded  in  October.  All  major  industries 
with  the  exception  of  primary  metals  shared  in  this  decrease. 

The  backlog  in  export  orders  for  durable  goods  manufactures 
(excluding  motor  vehicles  and  parts)  at  the  end  of  November  was 
$6,757,  an  increase  of  0.5  percent  from  the  October  level  of 
$6,720  million.  The  pattern  was  mixed  as  declines  in  primary 
metals  and  other  durable  goods  industries  were  more  than  offset 
by  increases  in  the  machinery  and  aircraft  and  parts  industries. 

This  sector  of  the  export  market  covers  approximately  two- 
thirds  of  the  value  of  all  products  (durable  and  nondurable) 
directly  exported  by  manufacturers  and  about  two-fifths  of  total 
exports  of  manufactured  products.  The  proportion  of  the  total 
export  orders  backlog  accounted  for  maybe  considerably  higher. 
The  estimates  themselves  are  obtained  from  a  sample  of 
companies  exporting  durable  goods  which  account  for  approxi- 
mately 75  percent  of  the  value  of  such  products  exported.  As 
the  table  indicates,  producers  of  motor  vehicles  and  parts 
reported  sales  but  not  orders  data.

This  increase  is  attributed 
primarily  to  increases  in  the  machinery  and  aerospace  sectors.

The  increase  was 
primarily  within  the  transportation  equipment  industries  with 
large  increases  in  the  automotive  and  aerospace  sectors.

(excluding  motor  vehicles  and  parts)  decreased  7.7  percent  on 
a  seasonally  adjusted  basis  to  $1,356  million  in  April  from  $1,469 
million  (revised)  in  March.

Export  new  orders  placed  with  durable  goods  manufacturers 
(excluding  motor  vehicles  and  parts)  increased  $680  million 
or  39.8  percent  to  $2,379  million  in  December  from  $1,702 
million  (revised)  in  November.  The  December  increase  was 
primarily  due  to  increases  in  aircraft  and  parts  ($405  million) 
and  the  machinery  industries  ($245  million). 

Export  sales  (excluding  motor  vehicles  and  parts)  increased 
$100  million  to  $1,831  million  in  December.  Total  export  sales 
of  durable  goods  (including  motor  vehicles  and  parts)  at  the  end 
of  December  increased  $30  million  to  $2,203  million  from  the 
November  level  of  $2,171  million  (revised).

Export  new  orders  placed  with  durable  goods  manufacturers 
(excluding  motor  vehicles  and  parts)  decreased  $360  million  or 
16.0  percent  to  $1,890  million  in  January  from  $2,250  million 
(revised)  in  December.  This  decrease  was  due  primarily  to  a 
decrease  of  $365  million  in  the  aircraft  and  parts  industry  from 
the  unusually  high  level  in  December. 

Export  sales  (excluding  motor  vehicles  and  parts)  decreased 
$85  million  to  $1,747  million  in  January.  However,  total  export 
sales  of  durable  goods  (including  motor  vehicles  and  parts)  at  the 
end  of  January  increased  $49  million  to  $2,266  million  from  the 
December  level  of  $2,217  million  (revised).

Export  new  orders  placed  with  durable  goods  manufacturers 
(excluding  motor  vehicles  and  parts)  decreased  $56  million  or 
2.4  percent  to  $2,248  million  in  February  from  $2,304  million 
(revised  upward  by  $414  miUion)  in  January.  The  overall 
decline  was  caused  by  a  large  ($335  million)  decrease  in  air- 
craft and  parts  from  the  revised  January  level  of  $782  million. 
Exclusive  of  aircraft  and  parts,  new  orders  rose  $279  million  or 
18.3  percent  in  February.

Export  new  orders  placed  with  durable  goods  manufacturers

Increases  were 
reported  for  primary  metals  ($106  million)  and  machinery

Export  sales  of  durable  goods  (excluding  motor  vehicles  and 
parts)  increased  9.5  percent  in  December,  following  an  almost 
identical  decrease  in  November.  Total  export  sales  of  durable 
goods  (including  motor  vehicles  and  parts)  increased  7.4  percent 
to  $4,459  million  in  December  from  $4,152  million  in  Novem- 
ber. A  $161  million  increase  in  aircraft  sales  was  mainly  re- 
sponsible for  the  overall  increase.

Export  new  orders  placed  with  durable  goods  manufacturers 
(excluding  motor  vehicles  and  parts)  increased  $212  million  or 
6.1  percent  to  $3,663  million  in  February  from  $3,451  million 
in  January  on  a  seasonally  adjusted  basis.  A  $165  million  in- 
crease in  machinery  orders  led  the  advance. 

Export  sales  of  durable  goods  (excluding  motor  vehicles  and 
parts),  adjusted  for  seasonal  variation,  increased  4.5  percent  to 
$3,835  million  in  February  from  $3,670  million  in  January.

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Export  new  ordere  placed  with  durable  goods  manufacturers 
(excluding  motor  vehicles  and  parts)  rose  $1 ,020  million  or  26.6 
percent  to  $4,849  miUion  in  June  from  $3,829  milUoninMay. 
This  is  one  of  the  largest  increases  recorded  in  a  sUngle  month 
since  the  survey  began  in  October  1962.  In  percentage  terms, 
it  is  slightly  less  than  the  28.1  percent  increase  reported  in 
August  1973  and  less  than  the  55.6  percent  increase  reported  in 
June  1972.  A  $632  million  or  107.1  percent  increase  in  export 
new  orders  for  aircraft  and  parts  (including  complete  guided 
missiles)  was  responsible  for  over  half  the  overall  increase. 
Large  increases  were  also  reported  in  the  primary  metals  and 
machinery  industries.

Export  new  orders  placed  with  durable  goods  manufacturers 
(excluding  motor  vehicles  and  parts)  continued  to  show  the 
strong  upward  surge  begun  in  June  by  increasing  $712  million 
or  14.7  percent  to  $5,561  million  in  July.  A  $615  million  rise  in 
machinery  orders  carried  the  increase. 

Export  sales  of  durable  goods  (excluding  motor  veWcles  and 
parts)  increased  3.7  percent  to  $4,872  million  in  July  from

Export  new  orders  placed  with  durable  goods  manufacturers 
(excluding  motor  vehicles  and  parts)  fell  $863  million  or  15.4 
percent  in  August  from  $5,616  million  (revised  from  $5^61 
million)  in  July.

New  orders  for  export  sales  by  durable  goods  manufacturers  (excluding 
motor  vehicles  and  parts)  rose  $219  million  or  5.0  percent  in  February 
from  S4,357  million  (revised  from  $4,695  million)  in  January.  Machinery 
new  orders  increased  by  $214  million.

New  orders  for  export  sales  by  durable  goods  manufacturers  (excluding 
nnotor  vehicles  and  parts)  increased  $728  million  or  16.0  percent  to 
$5,284  million  in  March  from  $4,556  million  (revised  from  $4,576  mil- 
lion) in  February.  Aircraft  orders  rose  $505  million  while  machinery 
orders  increased  $335  million. 

Export  sales  of  durable  goods  (excluding  motor  vehicles  and  parts) 
increased  $289  million  or  6.1  percent  to  $5,032  million  in  March  from 
$4,743  million  (revised  from  $4,763  million)  in  February.  Total  durable 
goods  export  sales  (including  automotive)  rose  $476  million  or  8.6  percent 
to  $6,031  million  in  March  from  $5,555  million  (revised  from  $5,589 
million)  in  February.  Substantial  increases  of  $131  million,  $196  million, 
and  $187  million  were  reported  in  the  machinery,  aircraft,  and  automotive 
industries,  respectively. 

The  backlog  of  durable  goods  export  orders  (excluding  automotive) 
rose  $113  million  or  2.1  percent  to  $12,440  million  in  March.  This  is  the 
first  time  in  6  months  that  the  unfilled  orders  backlog  has  increased.  Un- 
filled orders  for  aircraft  rose  $199  million.

NOTICE 

The  sales,  new  orders  and  unfilled  orders  data  for  the  aircraft  and 
machinery  industries  have  been  revised  from  January  1975  to  the 
present.  The  revisions,  shown  in  Table  3,  result  primarily  from 
previously  undetected  reporting  errors  during  1976  in  the  machinery 
industry.  Corrections  were  also  made  for  classification  errors  in  the 
aircraft  and  machienry  industries  from  1975  to  the  present.  No 
benchmarking  revisions  or  changes  in  the  seasonal  factors  have  been 
made  as  part  of  this  revision. 


New  orders  for  export  sales  by  durable  goods  manufacturers  (excluding 
motor  vehicles  and  parts)  declined  slightly  to  $4,589  million  in  April  from 
JJ4,627  million  in  March.  While  aircraft  orders  declined  $123  million, 
orders  in  the  primary  metals  and  "other  durable  goods"  industries  rose 
$56  million  and  $63  million,  respectively. 

Export  sales  of  durable  goods  (excluding  motor  vehicles  and  parts) 
increased  $160  million  or  3.7  percent  to  $4,473  million  in  April  from 
$4,313  million  in  March.  Total  durable  goods  export  sales  rose  1.2  per- 
cent to  $5,378  million  in  April  from  $5,312  million  in  March.  A  $122 
million  increase  in  machinery  sales  partially  offset  a  $94  million  decline 
in  automotive  sales. 

The  backlog  of  durable  goods  export  orders  (excluding  automotive) 
increased  $115  million  to  $12,357  million  in  April  from  $12,260  million 
in    March.

New  orders  for  export  sales  by  durable  goods  manufacturers  (excluding 
motor  vehicles  and  parts)  increased  $1.3  billion  or  30  percent  to  $5.5 
billion  in  June  from  $4.3  billion  in  May.

New  orders  for  export  sales  by  durable  goods  manufacturers  (excluding 
motor  vehicles  and  parts)  decreased  $0.9  billion  or  17  percent  to  $4.6 
billion  in  July,  from  $5.5  billion  in  June.  The  aircraft  and  parts  industry 
which  declined  $1.2  billion  in  July  following  an  increase  in  new  orders  of 
$1.3  billion  in  June  accounted  for  most  of  the  overall  decline.  An  increase 
of  $0.3  billion  in  new  orders  for  the  machinery  and  equipment  industry  in 
July  partially  offset  the  decline  in  aircraft  orders.  Although  new  orders 
have  fluctuated  significantly  from  month-to-month,  over  the  past  12 
months  (July  1976  to  July  1977)  they  have  registered  an  average  monthly 
increase  of  1.3  percent. 

Despite  their  decline  in  July,  new  orders  (excluding  automotive)  con- 
tinued to  exceed  shipments  so  that  the  backlog  of  durable  goods  for  ex- 
port increased.  Unfilled  orders  rose  $0.3  billion  or  2.0  percent  to  $13.8 
billion  in  July  from  $13.5  billion  in  June.  This  was  the  fifth  straight 
month  that  total  backlog  has  risen.  The  aircraft  industry  reported  a  $0.2 
billion  increase. 

Export  sales  of  durable  goods  (excluding  motor  vehicles  and  parts) 
declined  $0.1  billion  or  2  percent  to  $4.4  billion  in  July.  Total  durable 
goods  sales  rose  $0.1  billion  or  1  percent  to  $5.5  billion  in  July  from

New  orders  for  export  sales  by  durable  goods  manufacturers  (excluding 
motor  vehicles  and  parts)  decreased  $0.3  billion  or  6  percent  to  $4.4 
billion  in  August  from  $4.6  billion  in  July.  This  was  the  second  month 
that  orders  have  declined,  following  a  $1.3  billion  increase  in  June.  The 
aircraft  industry  reported  a  $0.2  billion  decline  in  orders. 

Export  sales  of  durable  goods  (excluding  motor  vehicles  and  parts) 
declined  slightly  to  $4.3  billion  in  August  from  $4.4  billion  in  July.

New  orders  for  export  sales  by  durable  goods  manufacturers  (excluding 
motor  vehicles  and  parts)  decreased  in  September  by  $0.2  billion  or  5 
percent  to  $4.1  billion  due  to  a  $0.3  billion  decline  in  new  orders  for 
machinery.  Since  June,  when  new  orders  for  exports  of  durable  goods 
(excluding  motor  vehicles)  increased  by  $1.3  billion  or  30  percent,  these 
orders  have  declined  for  three  consecutive  months:  16  percent  in  July; 
6  percent  in  August;  and  5  percent  in  September.  Most  of  the  June,  July 
and  August  changes  were  attributable  to  the  aircraft  industry  which  was 
virtually  unchanged  in  September.

New  orders  for  export  sales  by  durable  goods  manufacturers  {excluding 
motor  vehicles  and  parts)  rose  $0.1  billion  or  1  percent  to  $4.8  billion  in 
December.  Machinery  orders  fell  $0.4  billion,  while  orders  in  the  aircraft 
industry  rose  $0.4  billion.  All  other  categories  reported  increases. 

Export  sales  of  durable  goods,  including  motor  vehicles  and  parts, 
declined  $0.4  billion  or  8  percent  to  $4.9  billion  in  December.  Sales  in 
the  machinery  and  automotive  industries  dropped  $0.4  billion  and  $0.1 
billion,  respectively.

Revision  have  been  made  to  the  survey  of  IVIanufacturers'  Export 
Sales  and  Orders  of  Durable  Goods.  All  data  in  this  publication  are  on 
the  revised  basis.  These  revisions,  as  described  in  the  text  beginning  on 
page  3,  include  (1)  application  of  a  trading-day,  length  of  month  and 
report  period  adjustment  to  the  unadjusted  sales  data;  (2)  updating  of 
seasonal  adjustment  factors  used  in  seasonally  adjusting  the  data;  and 
(3)  recalculation  of  the  new  orders  estimates. 

Tables  3  through  5  show  revised  annual  and  monthly  estimates  of 
shipments  and  orders  from  1963  through  1977.  Figures  for  1978  are 
available  in  Table  1.

The  X-11  variant  of  the  seasonal  adjustment  program  pro- 
vides improved  techniques  for  the  treatment  of  extremes  and 
a  regression  program  to  identify  trading-day  adjustment  to 
the  monthly  aggregates.  However,  the  trading-day  routine  Is 
optional  and  has  not  been  used  for  the  M4  survey.  Instead, 
data  in  the  individual  reports  are  adjusted  prior  to  tabulation 
for  the  number  of  trading  days  as  well  as  for  any  variation  in 
the  length  of  the  reporting  period.  Prior  to  this  revision,  these 
adjustments  were  not  explicitly  made  to  the  unadjusted  data 
and  were  implicitly  included  in  the  seasonal  factors. 

The  computation  of  seasonal  adjustment  factors  by  the 
standard  X-11  program  provides  for  the  recognition  of  changing 
seasonal  patterns.  An  examination  of  the  seasonal  factors  for  a 
number  of  series  indicated  that  the  computed  trend  in  the 
seasonal  factors  was  more  an  oscillation  within  a  narrow  band 
than  a  true  trend  in  the  seasonal  pattern.  In  such  cases,  the 
trend  in  seasonality  was  reduced  by  expanding  the  number  of 
years  used  in  computing  the  moving  averages  for  specified 
months,  or  eliminated  altogether  by   using  a  stable  seasonal. 

Appendices  A  through  C  provide  the  monthly  seasonal 
factors;  the  average  monthly  percentage  change  and  related 
measures;  and  the  trading-day  adjustment  factors  for  ship- 
ments and  unfilled  orders.  New  orders  are  not  independently 
seasonally  adjusted  but  are  derived  from  the  seasonally  ad- 
justed shipments  and  the  change  in  the  seasonally  adjusted 
unfilled  orders. 


Trading-Day  Factors 

Variation  in  the  rate  of  activity  that  arises  from  the 
existence  of  different  numbers  of  trading  days  in  the  same 
month  for  different  years  can  be  an  important  cause  of 
month-to-month  irregular  fluctuations.  Unlike  some  other 
causes  of  irregular  fluctuations  such  as  unexpected  economic 
developments,  unusual  weather,  and  statistical  errors,  trad- 
ing-day irregularities  can  be  approximately  identified  and 
removed  so  that  the  underlying  trend-cycle  stands  out  more 
clearly.  Hence,  it  is  often  possible  to  reduce  the  irregular 
factor  by  a  trading-day  adjustment.  Trading-day  adjustment 
factors  are  selected  based  on  knowledge  of  industry  practices, 
tests  of  alternative  sets  of  factors,  and  derivations  of  trading- 
day  factors  based  upon  the  information  contained  within  the 
data. 

As  indicated  in  the  table  below,  four  of  the  nine  export 
sales  series  use  monthly  trading-day  adjustment  factors  that 
are  based  on  the  use  of  equal  weights  for  Monday  through 
Sunday.  For  these  series,  there  was  no  evidence  of  a  trading- 
day  pattern  significantly  different  from  equal  daily  weights, 
while  there  was  evidence  of  significant  length  of  month 
variation  in  all  series.  This  set  of  equal  daily  weights  adjust 
for  length  of  month  only,  which  is  standard  from  year-to- 
year  (except  February)  and  would  generally  be  included  in 
the  seasonal  factor.  In  effect,  this  adjustment  produces  a 
leap  year  adjustment  only. 

For  the  remaining  series,  a  variety  of  alternative  weights 
were  tested  in  an  effort  to  find  a  set  of  weights  that  were 
both  sensible  and  reduced  as  much  as  possible  the  irregu- 
larity in  the  series.  The  selection  of  weights  was  made  using 
equal  weights  for  Monday  through  Friday  and  either  half 
weights  or  zero  weights  for  Saturday  and  Sunday.  The  table 
below  shows  the  patterns  of  weights  selected  for  each  series. 
In  all  cases,  there  was  no  evidence  of  residual  trading-day 
variation.

DEFINITIONS 

Exports,  as  defined  in  this  survey.  Include  (a)  shipments  from 
the  United  States  directly  to  foreign  countries  of  products 
which  are  not  subjected  to  further  manufacture,  fabrication, 
or  assembly  in  this  country  before  being  shipped  abroad,  (b) 
sales  to  the  U.S.  Government  of  products  which  are  to  be 
shipped  abroad  to  a  foreign  nation,  and  (c)  sales  for  export 
to  export  firms.  Shipments  to  foreign  subsidiaries  or  divisions 
of  a  company  and  its  affiliates  are  included.  Sales  to  the  U.S. 
Government  of  products  shipped  abroad  for  use  by  the  U.S. 
Armed  Forces  are  not  included.  Shipments  to  Canada  are 
classified  as  exports.  Shipments  to  Alaska,  Hawaii,  and  Puerto 
Rico  are  not  classified  as  exports. 

Exports  do  not  include  products  shipped  to  domestic  estab- 
lishments for  further  manufacture,  fabrication,  or  assembly. 
However,  the  breaking  down  of  bulk  shipments  of  products 
into  smaller  lots  or  packages  is  not  considered  to  be  manu- 
facturing, processing,  or  assembly. 

Net  Export  Sales  are  defined  as  the  net  selling  value  of  total 
company  billings  for  export,  f.o.b.  plant,  after  discounts  and 
allowances  and  exclusive  of  freight  charges  and  excise  taxes. 
Sales  to  foreign  subsidiaries  are  included,  but  not  sales  by 
foreign  subsidiaries. 


Net  New  Export  Orders  Received  include  (a)  the  sales  vali 
of  export  orders  received  during  the  reporting  period  for  pro 
ucts  and  services  to  be  delivered  at  some  future  date,  (b)  tl 
sales  value  of  orders  for  immediate  delivery  which  have  result 
in  export  sales  during  the  reporting  period,  and  (c)  the  net  sal 
value  of  contract  change  documents  which  increase  ordecrea 
the  export  sales  value  of  the  orders  to  which  they  are  relati. 
when  the  parties  concerned  are  in  substantial  agreement  as 
the  amount  involved.  Export  orders  include  only  those  orde 
that  are  supported  by  binding  legal  documents,  such  as  sigm 
contracts,  or  letter  contracts.  In  the  case  of  letter  contracts,  tl 
total  sales  value  is  contingent  upon  the  parties  concerned  beii 
in  substantial  agreement  on  the  amount;  othenwise  only  tl 
funds  specifically  authorized  to  be  expended  are  used.  Orde 
received  from  foreign  subsidiaries  are  included.  The  sales  vali 
of  partial  or  complete  cancellations  of  existing  export  orde 
are  deducted. 


Unfilled  Orders,  End  of  Month  include  all  orders  that  ha*  n 
not  yet  passed  through  the  sales  account.  Generally,  unfilhi  m. 
orders  at  the  end  of  a  reporting  period  are  equal  to  unfilln 
orders  at  the  beginning  of  the  period  plus  net  new  orders  i 
ceived  during  the  period  less  net  sales  and  cancellations.

New  orders  for  export  sales  by  durable  goods  manufacturers  (excluding 
motor  vehicles  and  parts)  for  September  increased  28.0  percent  or  $1.6 
billion  to  $7.4  billion,  the  Department  of  Commerce,  Bureau  of  the 
Census  reported  today.  Most  of  the  increase  was  accounted  for  by  the 
aircraft  and  parts  industry,  up  $1.3  billion  or  115.8  percent  to  $2.5 
billion.  Substantially  smaller  increases  were  shown  in  all  the  other  durable 
goods  industries. 

Export  sales  of  durable  goods  (including  motor  vehicles  and  parts)  for 
September  amounted  to  $6.9  billion,  a  rise  of  $0.3  billion  or  4.0  percent 
over  the  $6.7  billion  August  level.  Increases  in  the  aircraft  and  parts 
industry  of  29.0  percent  or  $0.3  billion,  and  in  the  machinery  industries  of 
$0.1  billion  or  3.0  percent  were  the  main  contributors. 

The  order  backlog  for  export  sales  (excluding  motor  vehicles  and  parts) 
rose  8.0  percent  or  $1.0  billion  to  $18.8  billion  in  September  from  the 
August  level  of  $17.4  billion,  with  aircraft  and  parts  accounting  virtually 
for  the  entire  increase. 

Durable  goods  account  for  approximately  two-thirds  of  the  value  of  all 
products  (durable  and  nondurable)  directly  exported  by  manufacturers 
and  about  two-fifths  of  total  exports  of  manufactured  products.  The 
proportion  of  the  total  export  orders  backlog  accounted  for  may  be 
considerably  higher.  The  estimates  themselves  are  obtained  from  a  sample 
of  companies  exporting  durable  goods  which  account  for  approximately

New  orders  for  export  sales  by  durable  goods  manufacturers  (exclud- 
ing motor  vehicles  and  parts)  for  October  decreased  21.0  percent  from 
September  to  $5.9  billion,  virtually  all  of  which  was  accounted  for  by  the 
aircraft  and  parts  industry,  the  Department  of  Commerce,  Bureau  of  the 
Census  reported  today.  This  industry  had  a  decline  in  October  of  $1.5 
billion  or  61.0  percent  to  $1.0  billion,  which  followed  a  $1.3  billion  or 
116.0  percent  increase  reported  in  September.  The  October  orders  level 
for  the  aircraft  industry  was  at  virtually  the  same  average  level  as  the  first 
8  months  of  1978,  prior  to  the  September  surge. 

Export  sales  of  durable  goods  (including  motor  vehicles  and  parts) 
for  October  amounted  to  $6.6  billion,  a  decline  of  $0.3  billion  or  4.0 
percent  below  the  $6.9  billion  September  level.  Excluding  the  aircraft 
industry,  export  sales  increased  $0.2  billion  or  3.6  percent  to  $6.0  billion, 
with  the  automotive  industry  accounting  for  $0.1  billion  of  the  increase. 
The  decrease  in  the  aircraft  and  parts  industry  of  42.0  percent  or  $0.5 
billion  followed  a  September   increase  of  29.0  percent  or  $0.3  billion.

New  orders  for  export  sales  (net  of  cancellations)  by  durable  goods 
manufacturers  (excluding  motor  vehicles  and  parts)  for  December  de- 
creased 18.0  percent  or  $1.2  billion  to  $5.4  billion,  the  Department  of 
Commerce,  Bureau  of  the  Census  reported  today.  Most  of  the  decrease 
was  accounted  for  by  the  aircraft  and  parts  industry,  down  $0.9  billion 
or  59.0  percent  to  $0.6  billion.

New  orders  for  export  sales  by  durable  goods  manufacturers  (excluding 
motor  vehicles  and  parts)  for  January  increased  $1.1  billion  or  21.0  per- 
cent to  $6.5  billion,  the  Department  of  Commerce,  Bureau  of  the  Census 
reported  today.  Most  of  the  increase  was  accounted  for  by  the  aircraft  and 
parts  industry,  which,  after  a  December  decline  of  $0.9  billion,  rose  $0.7 
billion  or  115.0  percent  to  $1.4  billion. 

Export  sales  of  durable  goods  (including  motor  vehicles  and  parts)  for 
January  amounted  to  $7.0  billion,  a  rise  of  $0.4  billion  or  6.0  percent 
over  the  $6.6  billion  December  level.  Increases  in  the  aircraft  and  parts 
industry  of  $0.3  billion  or  26.0  percent,  and  in  the  machinery  industry 
of  $0.2  billion  or  5.0  percent  were  the  main  contributors. 

The  order  backlog  for  export  sales  (excluding  motor  vehicles  and  parts) 
rose  $0.5  billion  or  3.0  percent  to  $20.1  billion  in  January,  with  increases 
in  most  of  the  durable  goods  categories.

New  orders  in  October  for  export  sales  by  durable  goods  manufacturers 
(excluding  motor  vehicles  and  parts)  decreased  SO. 9  billion  or  13.1  percent 
to  $6.0  billion,  the  Department  of  Commerce,  Bureau  of  the  Census  re- 
ported today.  Although  most  industry  categories  were  down,  the  aircraft 
and  parts  industry,  which  was  down  $0.6  billion  or  36  percent  to  $1,1 
billion,  accounted  for  over  two-thirds  of  the  decline. 

Export  sales  of  durable  goods  (including  motor  vehicles  and  parts) 
were  also  down  for  October,  declining  $0.8  million  or  10.3  percent  to  $6.6 
billion.  Shipments  by  the  machinery  industry  declined  by  $0.3  billion  to 
$3.8  billion  while  the  transportation  equipment  group  declined  by  $0.4 
with   the  aircraft   industry  accounting  for  virtually   all  of  this  decrease. 

The  orders  backlog  for  export  sales  (excluding  motor  vehicles  and 
parts)  rose  $0.5  billion  or  2.1  percent  to  $25.2  billion  in  October,  with  the 
aircraft  and  parts  industry  accounting  for  most  of  the  increase. 

Durable  goods  account  for  approximately  two-thirds  of  the  value  of 
all  products  (durable  and  nondurable)  directly  exported  by  manufacturers 
and  about  two-fifths  of  total  exports  of  manufactured  products.  The  pro- 
portion of  the  total  export  orders  backlog  accounted  for  may  be  con- 
siderably higher.  The  estimates  themselves  are  obtained  from  a  sample 
of  companies  exporting  durable  goods  which  account  for  approximately 
75  percent  of  the  value  of  such  products  exported.  As  the  table  indicates, 
producers  of  motor  vehicles  and  parts  reported  sales  but  not  orders  data.

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New  orders  in  November  for  export  sales  by  durable  goods  manu- 
facturers (excluding  motor  vehicles  and  parts)  decreased  $0.4  billion  or  6.0 
percent  to  $6.0  billion,  the  Department  of  Commerce,  Bureau  of  the 
Census  reported  today.  This  follows  a  revised  October  decline  of  $0.6 
billion  or  7.9  percent.  The  machinery  industry,  both  electrical  and  non- 
electrical, reported  a  drop  of  $0.6  billion  or  13.6  percent  in  November 
orders  to  S3.7  billion.  Aircraft  orders  increased  $0.2  billion  or  17.4 
percent  to  $1.3  billion  after  an  October  decline  of  $0.6  billion  or  35 
percent. 

Export  sales  of  durable  goods  (including  motor  vehicles  and  parts) 
were  also  down  for  November,  declining  $0.2  billion  or  2.8  percent  to 
$6.8  billion.  In  October,  export  sales  declined  by  $0.4  billion  or  5.5  per- 
cent. The  machinery  industry,  which  has  been  affected  by  a  strike  in  the 
farm  machinery  and  construction  equipment  sectors  for  the  last  2  months 
declined  $0.5  billion  or  1 1 .2  percent  to  $3.7  billion.  Export  sales  of  trans- 
portation equipment  were  up  $0.2  billion  or  11 .7  percent  to  $2.2  billion, 
as  a  small  decline  in  automotive  shipments  only  partially  offset  a  $0.3 
billion  or  43  percent  increase  in  aircraft  sales. 

The  export  orders  backlog  (excluding  motor  vehicles  and  parts)  was  up 
$0.2  billion  or  0.9  percent  to  $25.4  billion  in  November.  The  aircraft 
and  parts  and  machinery  industries  accounted  for  most  of  the  increase.

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New  orders  for  export  sales  by  durable  goods  manufacturers  (excluding 
motor  vehicles  and  parts)  in  December  increased  $0.8  billion  or  13.4 
percent  to  $6.8  billion,  the  Department  of  Commerce,  Bureau  of  the 
Census  reported  today.  Nearly  all  the  Increase  was  accounted  for  by  the 
aircraft  and  parts  industry,  which  rose  $0.8  billion  or  58  percent  to  $2.1 
billion.  New  orders  excluding  the  aircraft  industry  were  up  0.6  percent.

(excluding  motor  vehicles  and  parts)  decreased  $0.3  billion  or  4.6  percent 
to  $6.8  billion,  the  Department  of  Commerce,  Bureau  of  the  Census 
reported  today.  All  major  industry  categories  except  shipbuilding  were 
down.  New  orders  for  primary  metals  were  down  $0.1  billion  or  25 
percent,  and  for  aircraft  and  parts,  $0.1  billion  or  8.1  percent. 

Export  sales  of  durable  goods  (excluding  motor  vehicles  and  parts)  for 
February  increased  $0,3  billion  or  5.7  percent  to  $6.3  billion.  Export 
sales  of  durable  goods  (including  motor  vehicles  and  parts)  also  increased, 
up  $0.4  Pillion  or  5.7  percent  to  $7.4  billion.

New  orders  for  export  sales  in  March  by  durable  goods  nnanufacturers 
(excluding  motor  vehicles  and  parts)  decreased  $0.3  billion  or  4.5  percent 
to  $6.5  billion,  the  Department  of  Commerce,  Bureau  of  the  Census 
reported  today.  This  followed  a  February  decline  in  orders  of  4.6  percent. 
All  major  industries  except  other  durable  goods  were  down.  New  orders 
for  aircraft  and  parts  declined  $0.3  billion  or  17.5  percent,  and  for  ma- 
chinery, $0.1  billion  or  3.4  percent. 

Export  sales  of  durable  goods  (excluding  motor  vehicles  and  parts) 
increased  $0.2  billion  or  3.3  percent  to  $6.5  billion.  Export  sales  of 
durable  goods  (including  motor  vehicles  and  parts)  were  up  $0.3  billion 
or  3.8  percent  to  $7.7  billion.  Machinery  exports  were  up  $0.2  billion  or 
4.3  percent.

New  orders  for  export  sales  by  durable  goods  manufacturers  (excluding 
motor  vehicles  and  parts)  for  April  increased  $3.2  billion  or  49  percent  to 
$9.7  billion,  the  Department  of  Commerce,  Bureau  of  the  Census  reported 
today.  Most  of  the  increase  was  accounted  for  by  the  aircraft  and  parts 
industry,  which  rose  $2.9  billion  or  230  percent  to  $4.2  billion  after  a 
March  decline  of  $0.3  billion.  Orders  for  machinery  also  increased,  up  $0.3 
billion  or  6.1  percent  to  $4.4  billion. 

Export  sales  of  durable  goods  (excluding  motor  vehicles  and  parts) 
increased  $0.3  billion  or  4.8  percent  to  $6.8  billion.  Aircraft  exports  were 
up  $0.3  billion  or  27  percent  to  $1 .3  billion.  Export  sales  of  durable  goods

New  orders  for  export  sales  in  May  by  durable  goods  manufacturers 
(excluding  motor  vehicles  and  parts)  decreased  $3.9  billion  or  40  percent 
to  S5.8  billion,  the  Department  of  Commerce,  Bureau  of  the  Census 
reported  today.  The  largest  decrease  was  in  the  aircraft  and  parts  in- 
dustry, which  dropped  $3.7  billion  or  90  percent  to  $0.4  billion.  Without 
the  aircraft  industry,  new  orders  declined  2.3  percent.  The  aircraft  decline 
followed  an  April  increase  in  that  industry  of  230  percent.  Machinery  also 
reported  a  decline  of  $0.2  billion  or  5.2  percent. 

Export  sales  of  durable  goods  (excluding  motor  vehicles  and  parts) 
decreased  $0.3  billion  or  4.6  percent  to  $6.5  billion.  The  aircraft  and  ma- 
chinery industries  accounted  for  most  of  the  decline,  down  $0.2  billion 
or  15.3  percent  and  $0.1  billion  or  3.3  percent,  respectively.  Export  sales 
of  durable  goods  (including  motor  vehicles  and  parts)  declined  $0.4  billion 
or  5.0  percent  to  $7.4  billion,  as  motor  vehicle  shipments  declined  $0.1 
billion  or  8.2  percent. 

The  export  orders  backlog  (excluding  motor  vehicles  and  parts)  for  May 
declined  $0.7  billion  or  2.1  percent  to  $30.7  billion.  Although  the  aircraft 
and  parts  industry  accounted  for  most  of  the  dollar  decrease,  the  backlog 
of  export  orders  for  the  primary  metals  industries  declined  for  the  fourth 
consecutive  month.  The  May  decrease  of  5.9  percent  followed  declines  in 
April  of  9.4  percent,  in  March  of  9.5  percent,  and  in  February  of  5.4 
percent.

New  orders  in  January  for  export  sales  by  durable  goods  manufacturers 
(excluding  motor  vehicles  and  parts)  increased  $0.9  billion  or  11.3  percent 
from  December  to  $8.4  billion,  the  Department  of  Commerce,  Bureau  of 
the  Census  reported  today.  Most  of  the  increase  was  accounted  for  by  the 
aircraft  and  parts  industry  which  was  up  $0.5  billion  or  48  percent. 

Export  sales  of  durable  goods  (excluding  motor  vehicles  and  parts) 
decreased  $0.4  billion  or  5.0  percent  to  $7.7  billion.  The  aircraft  industry 
had  the  largest  decline,  down  $0.4  billion  or  20  percent  to  $1.4  billion, 
while  automotive  exports  were  down  $0.3  billion  or  18.9  percent  to 
$1.1  billion  for  the  month.  Export  sales  of  durable  goods  (including  motor 
vehicles  and  parts)  declined  $0.7  billion  or  7.1  percent. 

The  export  orders  backlog  (excluding  motor  vehicles  and  parts)  in- 
creased $0.8  billion  or  2.5  percent  to  $30.7  billion  in  January.  The  ma- 
chinery and  aircraft  industries  were  the  main  contributors,  up  $0.4  billion 
or  5.8  percent  and  $0.2  billion  or  0.9  percent,  respectively.

New  orders  in  February  for  export  sales  by  durable  goods  manufac- 
turers (excluding  motor  vehicles  and  parts)  decreased  $0.1  billion  or  1.0 
percent  from  January  to  $8.3  billion,  the  Department  of  Commerce, 
Bureau  of  the  Census  reported  today.  Export  orders  in  the  instruments 
and  related  products  and  aircraft  and  parts  industries  were  down  $0.2 
billion  or  15.1  percent  and  $0.1  billion  or  8.8  percent,  respectively.  These 
declines  were  partially  offset  by  an  increase  in  machinery  export  orders 
of  $0.2  billion  or  4.6  percent.  Excluding  the  aircraft  industry,  seasonally 
adjusted  new  orders  increased  $0.1  billion  or  0.9  percent  to  $6.9  billion.

New  orders  in  March  for  export  sales  by  durable  goods  manufacturers 
(excluding  motor  vehicles  and  parts)  decreased  $0.1  billion  or  1.6  percent 
from  February  to  $8.2  billion,  the  Department  of  Commerce,  Bureau  of 
the  Census  reported  today.  Export  orders  in  the  machinery  industry  were 
down  $0.3  billion  or  5.1  percent  to  $5.2  billion.  The  other  major  in- 
dustry categories  showed  small  increases. 

Export  sales  of  durable  goods  (excluding  motor  vehicles  and  parts)  were 
valued  at  $8.6  billion,  virtually  unchanged  from  February.  A  $0.3  billion 
or  10.9  percent  increase  in  transportation  equipment,  almost  all  in  aircraft, 
was  offset  by  a  $0.3  billion  or  5.6  percent  decline  in  machinery.  Without 
the  aircraft  industry,  export  sales  decreased  $0.4  billion  or  4.8  percent  in 
March.

Export  sales  of  durable  goods  (excluding  motor  vehicles  and  parts)  in 
April  were  valued  at  $8.2  billion,  down  $0.1  billion  or  1.1  percent  from 
March.

New  orders  in  May  for  export  sales  by  durable  goods  manufacturers 
(excluding  motor  vehicles  and  parts)  decreased  $0.2  billion  or  3.1  percent 
from  April  to  $7.4  billion,  the  Department  of  Commerce,  Bureau  of  the 
Census  reported  today.  The  largest  decline  was  in  the  machinery  industry, 
where  new  orders  were  down  $0.3  billion  or  5.9  percent  to  $5.1  billion. 

Export  sales  of  durable  goods  (excluding  motor  vehicles  and  parts)  in 
May  decreased  $0.2  billion  or  2.9  percent  to  $8.0  billion.  Deliveries  by 
the  aircraft  industry  were  down  $0.2  billion  or  9.8  percent  to  $1 .5  billion, 
while  machinery  shipments  declined  $0.2  billion  or  2.9  percent  to  $5.2 
billion.  Durable  goods  (including  motor  vehicles  and  parts)  declined  $0.2 
billion  or  2.3  percent  to  $9.4  billion. 

The  export  orders  backlog  (excluding  motor  vehicles  and  parts)  de- 
creased $0.5  billion  or  1.8  percent  to  $28.8  billion,  with  the  aircraft  and 
parts  industry  accounting  for  most  of  the  decline.  Without  the  aircraft 
industry,  unbilled  orders  increased  $0.2  billion. 

Durables  goods  accounts  for  approximately  two-thirds  of  the  value  of  all 
products  (durable  and  nondurable)  directly  exported  for  manufacturers 
and  about  two-fifths  of  total  exports  of  manufactured  products.  The 
proportion  of  the  total  export  orders  backlog  accounted  for  may  be  con- 
siderably higher.  The  estimates  themselves  are  obtained  from  a  sample  of 
companies  exporting  durable  goods  which  account  for  approximately  75 
percent  of  the  value  of  such  products  exported.

New  orders  in  June  for  export  sales  by  durable  goods  manufacturers 
(excluding  motor  vehicles  and  parts)  decreased  $0.5  billion  or  6.8  percent 
from  May  to  $6.9  billion,  the  Department  of  Commerce,  Bureau  of  the 
Census  reported  today.  An  increase  in  machinery  orders  of  $0.3  billion  or 
5.4  percent  to  $5.4  billion  was  more  than  offset  by  a  large  decline  in  air- 
craft orders. 

Export  sales  of  durable  goods  (excluding  motor  vehicles  and  parts)  in 
June  increased  $0.2  billion  or  2.1  percent  to  $8.1  billion.  Export  sales  of 
durable  goods  (including  motor  vehicles  and  parts)  were  up  $0.2  billion  or 
2.3  percent  to  $9.6  billion.  Increases  of  $0.3  billion  or  5.7  percent  in  the 
machinery  industry  and  $0.1  billion  or  3.7  percent  in  the  motor  vehicles 
and  parts  industry  were  the  main  contributors. 

The  export  orders  backlog  of  durable  goods  manufacturers  (excluding 
motor  vehicles  and  parts)  for  June  declined  $1.2  billion  or  4.2  percent  to 
$27.6  billion.  This  is  the  5th  consecutive  monthly  decline  in  the  value  of 
export  orders  backlog.
